Heavy surf pounds coast homes 


OXNARD (UPI) — Heavy surf with 15 
and 20-foot breakers pounded the South­ 
ern California coast Friday, eating away 
at rock and sand sea walls and splin­ 
tering plywood barriers. It brought re­ 
newed flooding to homes and streets dam­ 
aged by an onslaught last weekend. 
Authorities said 
Ventura 
County’s 
shoreline received the heaviest nounding 
but piers as far south as San Clemente 
— location of President Nixon’s western 
white house — and San Diego were forced 
to close. 
Forecasters 
also said more of the 
heavy breakers were expected in some 
areas early 
today. All were generated 
by a Pacific storm which moved into 


northern California earlier Friday with 
heavy rain and gale-force winds. 
“ Everything that can be done physi­ 
cally has been done,” said police Capt. 
Jack Snyder. “ We hope surf won’t reach 
the same height as last week. It was 
running from 15 to 20 feet this morn­ 
ing.” 
In the Mandalay Beach area here, 
the towering surf went over the top of a 
$50,000 apartment house, ripping out 
the rear of the structure. The building 
had taken a beating in last weekend’s 
pounding tides. Several homes were 
flooded and a 2*2-block section of Man­ 
dalay Road was under water. 
During a midday lull with breakers of

10 and 12 
feet Navy Seabees 
from nearby Point Hueneme re- bulldozed 
a rock and sand sea wall which had 
been partially eaten away b> the morn­ 
ing’s waves and tides. Channels also were 
cut to carry water away from the homes. 
The makeshift sea wall held at high 
tide in the late afternoon and crews were 
braced 
for 
this 
morning’s expected 
surge. Breakers last weekend ran as 
high as 25 feet and about 25 expensive 
homes were flooded. 
One two-story apartment house lifted 
off its foundations by a monster wave 
las* weekend was boarded up in front 
earlier this week. But a wave Friday 
splattered it to kindling and the whole 


front of the building is exposed,” Sny­ 
der said. “ The force of these waves is 
tremendous.”

Guerneville, Calif, had more than four 
inches of rain and Blue Canyon, Calif., 
more than l1,* inches Friday as high 
winds drove locally heavy rainfall against 
the coast and inland.

Tax bill ready 
for passage 


State of 
emergency 
in Uganda 


KAMPALA, 
Uganda (UPI) - The 
Ugandan government declared a state of 
emergency today in the search for the 
gunman who shot and wounded President 
Milton Cbote as he was leaving a politi­ 
cal meeting Friday night. 
Obote, 
45, was reported in good con­ 
dition at Mulago Hospital* Uganda radic 
said a suspect in the shooting was be­ 
ing questioned. 
Troops patroled the city, 
searching 
motorists 
and pedestrians and the gov­ 
ernment ordered a ban on the main poli­ 
tical 
opposition and closed the interna­ 
tional airport. 
Witnesses said four shots were fired 
as 
Obote was leaving Lugogo Stadium 
where he spoke to the annual conference 
of his ruling Uganda Peoples Congress. 
More than 1,000 delegates gave Obote 
an ovation after his speech in which he 
said there was no room for hating white 
people in Uganda. 
The first shot knocked Cbote to the 
ground and blood spurted from his face, 
splashing invisibly on his red shirt, a 
symbol of Obote’s political party. 
Obote was shot in both cheeks and lost 
several teeth, witnesses said. 
Armored cars and 
troop 
carriers 
rolled 
through 
the streets 
of Kam­ 
pala, 
a city of 46,000 persons on Lake 
Victoria. 
Troops 
stopped 
all pedes­ 
trians 
and motorists 
for searches. 
There were reports troops had beat­ 
en 
a number of white persons as well 
as Africans. 
Tourists 
were 
not al­ 
lowed to leave Kampala and the airport 
at 
Entebbe was temporarily closed. 
The 
government 
ordered 
a ban on 
the main opposition Democratic party, 
the Uganda 
National 
Union and many 
smaller parties as dangerous to peace in 
Uganda. 
Obote was prime 
minister of Ugan­ 
da from 1962 to 1966 and has been pres­ 
ident since 1966. 
Uganda 
became 
independent 
from 
Britain in 1962. 
The East African na­ 
tion is about the size of Wyoming. 


Christmas 
expensive 
in Hawaii 


HONOLULU (UPI) - Christmas 1969 
will be the most expensive in Hawai­ 
ian history. 
Residents of the 50th state, caught in 
a West Coast Maritime strike, are not 
only doling out money for holiday sea­ 
son gifts but are also paying as much 
as 30 per cent more for household com­ 
modities. 


With their goods tied up on the docks 
along the Pacific Coast, market opera­ 
tors have been forced to turn to a mas­ 
sive airlift which, in turn, has resulted 
in the steep rise in retail prices. 
Gov. John A. Burns, after an official 
survey of food stocks, said Friday the 
islands have enough food to last through 
mid-January. But he urged housewives 
to avoid hoarding. 


In San Francisco, the Federal Medi­ 
ation and Conciliation Service called in 
the government’s top mediator, Curtis 
Counts, in an effort to settle the 40- 
ship tie-up. He was to meet with the Pa­ 
cific Maritime Association and involved 
unions today. 


The dispute centers around the number 
of firemen to be hired on two new au­ 
tomated container ships owned by Mat­ 
son Lines. 


Some fresh fruits and vegetables were 
up 30 per cent in the month since the 
strike began. 
Fresh 
steaks and other 
meat were also up. 
Examples include $1.19 a pound for 
sirloin steak; 35 cents for a pound 
of potatoes, 49 cents for iceberg let­ 
tuce, 77 to 79 cents for large grade 
A eggs and 55 cents a pound for toma­ 
toes. 


One store manager said “ panic buy­ 
ing” was causing shortages of some 
foods, especially rice, the staple of 
the large Oriental population. 
Some stores also reported demand 
for air space was so heavy that they 
were having difficulty in booking cargo 
flights.

SAIGON (UPI) — South Vietnamese 
infrantrymen backed by Air 
strikes 
killed 72 Communist troops in the Me­ 
kong Delta and U.S. air cavalrymen 
killed 14 more in a clash near the cam- 
bodian border, military spokesmen said 
today. 
It was the 9th anniversary of the found­ 
ing of the Viet Cong and the day passed 
without the predicted step-up in fighting 
that some allied commanders had predic­ 
ted. 
Two Americans were killed Friday 
when Communist ground fire shot down a 
helicopter gunship 62 miles northwest 
of Saigon. It raised to 1,430 the num­ 
ber of American helicopters lost in the 
Vietnam War. 
The heaviest ground fighting occurred 
Friday in the populous Mekong Delta 
southwest of Saigon. South Vietnamese 
troops killed 38 Viet Cong and North 
Vietnamese troops near Giao Due dis- 
tricttown 59 miles southwest of Saigon 
and 34 more near Binh Dai, 40 miles 
south of the capital.

WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - Congress is 
sure to pass and President Nixon is cer­ 
tain to sign the massive tax reform and 
relief bill that in one way or another 
will affect nearly every American. 
House - Senate conferees finished 
work on the bill, the most comprehen 
sive overhaul of the tax structure in 
this century, Friday. Congress will give 
its approval 
Monday or Tuesday, then 
send it to Nixon. 
But nothing in the bill will affect the 
amount of taxes Americans will have to 
pay next April 15 on income earned 
this year, 
A high - ranking official, who could 
not be identified, said there was little 
doubt that Nixon would sign the bill. He 
said Nixon needed the revenue it would 
yield next year. 
But the official also said Nixon would 
couple his signature with a sharp com­ 
plaint about the long - run effects of 
the bill. Its long list of provisions even­ 
tually will cost the government several 
billion dollars. 
Speaking as the Labor Department an­ 
nounced the cost of living increase for 
1969 was the highest since 1951, the of­ 
ficial said Nixon’s first order of busi­ 
ness was to control inflation, and the way 
to do it was not to cut government 
revenue and give the taxpayers more 
money to spend. 
House • Senate negotiators who re­ 
shaped the versions of the tax reform 
bills passed by both chambers tailored 
ttieir compromise measure to meet Nix­ 
on's objections. 
By delaying the effective date of the 
tax cuts and dragging them out, they 
made the bill bring $9,35 billion more 
in income for the government in 1970 
and 1971 than it would otherwise col­ 
lect. 
I he bill’s increase in the personal ex­ 
emption — which has been $600 since 
1948 — was a triumph for Sen. Albert 
B. Gore, D-Tenn. 
The bill provides that the exemption 
will rise to $650 next July I, to $700 
in 1972 and to $750 in 1973 and there­ 
after. 
The bill’s other major provisions: 
—A 15 per cent social security boost 
effective Jan. 
1 but with the extra 
payment not showing up in checks until 
March. This >4.4 billion increase will 
e the average social security check 
for a single person from $100 to $115 
and for a couple from $170 to $1%. 
The minimum benefit for a single per­ 
son goes from $55 to $64 a month. 
—Increases in the standard 
deduc­ 
tion of 10 per cent of taxable income 
with a $1,000 maximum, used by tax­ 
payers who do not itemize expenses. It 
goe 3 to 13 per cent with a $1,500 max­ 
imum in 1971, to 14 per cent or $2,- 
00 in 1972 and to 15 per cent or $2,- 
000 in 1973. 
—A special tax cut that will eliminate 
income taxes for five million poor tax­ 
payers and cut them drastically for an­ 
other seven million “ near poor.” 
—A “ minimum tax” intended to make 
certain that wealthy persons who escape 
aF taxation by drawing their income en­ 
tirely from “ tax-sheltered” sources — 
such as the oil depletion allowance. It 
Is a 10 per cent tax on the difference 
between the taxpayer’s sheltered Income 
minus $30,000 and his income tax on 
his non-sheltered income. This provi­ 
sion will raise $635 million a year for 
the government. 
—A boost in the capital gains tax, a 
tax on the profit from the sale of stocks 
held six months or more, from its pres­ 
ent maximum of 25 per cent to a maxi­ 
mum of 35 per cent for gains over $50,- 
000. The first $50,000 will continue to 
be taxed at a 25 per cent maximum. 
—Real estate investment tax reforms 
that will raise $930 million a year and 
higher taxes for banks and other finan­ 
cial institutions which will raise $420 
million. 


—A cut in the 27.5 per cent oil deple­ 
tion allowance to 22 per cent. The House 
had voted a 20 per cent allowance and 
the Senate a 23 per cent rate. This 
will raise taxes by >220 million for oil­ 
men and oil investors. Cuts on deple­ 
tion allowances on 100 other miner­ 
als — from gold to gravel — were also 
approved. 
—A tax of 4 per cent cm the income of 
foundations and a rule requiring foun­ 
dations to give away to charity every 
year a sum equal to at least 6 per cent 
of their worth. 
—Repeal of the investment tax credit 
which allows businesses and farmers a 7 
i>er cent tax subsidy on all their ex­ 
pansion and modernization expenses. 
This will raise $3.3 billion a year in 
the long run. Rejected with Senate exemp­ 
tions on the first $20,000 of such ex­ 
penditures and on areas with high unem­ 
ployment rates. 
—More generous deductions for moving 
expenses to include the costs of sell­ 
ing and buying a house and living expen­ 
ses while hunting for a new home. To 
qualify, moves must be at least 50 
miles. The self-employed would be al­ 
lowed to deduct such expenses.

WASHINGTON 
(UP I) -The 
Nixon administration has parti­ 
ally lifted the 19 year U.S. 
trade embargo against Commu­ 
nist 
China in a move high 
officials 
hope 
will 
improve 
relations with Peking but not 
alienate the Soviet Union. 
State 
Department officials 
were watching for reaction from 
both Peking and Moscow to the 
announcement 
Friday of tne 
three-point liberalization plan 
The plan, recommended by 
Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers 
and 
approved 
by 
President Nixon, modifies the 
Foreign Assets Control Regula­ 
tions under which the embargo 
is maintained. The points are: 
—Foreign 
subsidiaries 
of 
American 
companies 
hence­ 
forth will be allowed to trade in 
nonstrategic goods with Main­ 
land China, 


— U.S. 
companies 
with 
branches abroad now will be 
allowed 
to 
buy 
goods 
"of 
presumptive Chinese origin” in 
Hong Kong and other Far East 
markets and trade with them in 
other third countries. 


—The $100 ceiling on purcha­ 
ses by American tourists of 
Mainland 
Chinese goods for 
personal 
use is now lifted. 
Museums, 
universities, 
and 
collectors will be able to import 
Mainland 
Chinese 
goods 
on 


their own account for their own 
use. 
This important liberalization 
of the trade embargo is the 
result of the administration’s 
study of ways to improve trade 
with Communist China. In July 
the administration announced 
that it would allow American 
tourists to purchase up to $100 
in Communist Chinese goods 
for personal use. Previously 
such purchases had been totally 
prohibited w i t h o u t special 
licenses. 
On Nov. 18, Rogers indicated 
in a television interview that 
the 
administration was con­ 
sidering 
ways 
to 
improve 
communications and trade with 
Communist China. 
One of the big problems the 
administration has faced is to 
liberalize trade without deeper^ 
ing the suspicions of the Soviet 
Union, 
which, 
currently 
is 
trying to negotiate its border 
dispute with the Peking govern­ 
ment. 
The administration has care­ 
fully stated numerous times in 
recent months that it does not 
seek to take advantage of Sino- 
Soviet 
differences 
and 
has 
stressed 
that 
it 
wishes 
to 
improve relations equally with 
Moscow and Peking. Officials 
hope that such declarations will 
allay fears of Soviet leaders 
who may think that Washington 
is seeking to make some kind 
of secret deal with Peking.

Sheriff Larry Mansfield said 
it might take 1,000 law officers 
and cost $1 million to keep the 
peace if the three-day festival 
is held as planned.

equipment needed to control the 
100,000 to 200,000 rock fans he 
predicted would show up. 
“ Our officers w ill make any 


and all arrests necessary to 
keep law and order, and if 
necessary mass arrests will be 
made for any violation of the 
law,’’ the sheriff said. 
Mansfield said his office had 
consulted with the governor’s 
office, the state disaster office 
and 
nearby city and county 
authorities to help handle the 
expected throng.

Supervisors unanimously adopt­ 
ed on Thursday an ordinance 
forbidding assemblies of more 
than 5,000 persons for a period 
of three months. 
The ordinance was seen as an

SACRAMENTO (UPI)-Many 
California farmers 
face "a 
critical financial squeeze” al­ 
though 1969 production was the 
second largest in history, State 
Agriculture Director Jerry Fiel* 
der said Friday. 
Fielder released a report by 
the California Crop and Lives­ 
tock Reporting Service which 
estimated this 
year’s 
farm 
production at 39.7 million tons, 
down 2 per cent from last 
year’s record harvest. 
The Reporting Service fore­ 
cast gross farm income for 1969 
would increase 3 per cent to 
$4.5 billion despite the drop in 
production. 
But Fielder said, "Rising 
production costs will largely 
offset the increase in gross 
farm income this year, and 
little or no improvement is 
expected in net farm income. 
"This factor, coupled with the 
accelerated rate of mechaniza­ 
tion in our specialty crops, 
which requires large amounts 
of capital, has placed many of 
our producers in a critical 
financial squeeze.” 
The 
agriculture 
director 
warned that some farmers may 
go out of business "without a 
significant improvement in net 
income.” 
He also said nearly all farm 
producers in California are in 
"a very tight credit situation at 
a 
time 
when 
the need for 
capital investment is expanding 
rapidly in order to keep pace 
with 
the rapid technological 
advances in our agriculture.” 
The report said aggregate 
production 
of fruit and nut 
crops this year was the largest 
in state history and vegetable 
production was second only to 
the 1968 harvest. 
The report said field crop 
production dropped 3 per cent, 
mostly due to a 16 per cent 
reduction in the cotton crop. 
Cotton yields declined sharply 
because of heavy shedding of 
bolls, insect infestations and 
wilt. 
Fruit and nut crops totaled a 
record 8.6 million tons this 
year, up 18 per cent from 1968, 
the report said. The all-time 
high output was attributed to 
larger harvests of citrus and 
grapes. Citrus crops were up

Religion in America

The shepherds were fright­ 
ened when the angel appeared. 
But the angel said: 
“ Don't be afraid. For I am 
here with good news for you, 
which will bring joy to all the 
people.” 
The comingof Christ is “ good 
news” —for you, for me, for all 
people. That was the herald 
angel’s proclamation on the 
first Christmas eve. It is still 
the basic rationale of Christmas 
festivity. 
Nearly everyone would agree, 
probably, 
that the birth of 
Christ is “ good news” in the 
sense that the world has been a 
better place because of his life 
and teaching. 
But the herald angel meant a 
great deal more than that. And 
it 
is the more that makes 
Christmas 
an occasion for 
joyous celebration by all men in 
all ages. 
What the angel meant—and 
what has always been the heart 
of the Christian gospel-is that 
Christ was the living embo- 
diment of a message which God 
was unable to get across to 
mankind in any other way. 
The message is simple and 
enormously comforting. 
God does not hate us. He 
loves us. 
He does not wish to punish us 
for our errant ways. He seeks 
reconciliation and offers for­ 
giveness. 
The destiny He has prepared 
for us is not extinction, which 
would render our brief exis­ 
tence ultimately meaningless. 


He offers us eternal communion 
with His own timeless Being, 
and thereby confers crucial 
importance on each deed and 
word and thought by which we 
become more or less worthy to 
be called His sons. 
The 
distinguished 
British 
theologian Erik Routley points 
out that men have an ingrained 
tendency to suspect that God is 
hostile toward them. 
This is a hangover from the 
primitive era of religion when 
gods 
were 
thought 
to 
be 
vengeful and capricious beings 
who had to be appeased by 
every means possible. Some 
versions of Christian theology 
have helped to perpetuate this 
unflattering concept of God, 
Routley 
says, 
by depicting 
Christ 
as 
a scapegoat who 
sacrificed himself in order to 
assuage God's hatred of hum sa­ 
nity. 
But this, says Routley, is “ a 
pernicious distortion of the 
truth.” 
“ Jesus Christ did not come to 
stand for us over against God: 
to vindicate mankind against a 
God who disbelieved in man’s 
worthiness to be saved. The 
office of Christ was not to 
represent men to God, but to 
BE God among men. Where 
men were saying constantly 
that ‘God must be caused to 
love the world,’ Christ said, 
‘God is love’ — meaning that 
God loves the world and has 
always loved it.” 
That is indeed good news, 
forever 
relevant, perennially 
fresh, worthy ofbeing celebrat- 
ed with joy over and over again. 
Merry Christmas! 
Space Age really began 
with new Testament 


The space age begins in the 
New Testament when the Wise 
Men are quoted as saying: 
“ Where is he that is born 
of the Jews: 
for we have 
seen his star in the east, and 
are come to worship him.” 
(St. Matthew 2:2) 
The age of discovery has tip­ 
ped in favor of the scientific 
moon shots. 
Yet for many of 
us the spiritual journey car­ 
ries much more excitement and 
drama; it speaks of our ul­ 
timate destiny. No one should 
be surprised that the Wise Men 
may have traveled two years, 
following that star in search of 
a king. 
They believed in the 
stars. Those who are now pro­ 
bing the meaning of Christmas 
for 20th-century man can learn 
much from their experience and 
their devotion, as well as their 
political savvy in dealing with 
Herod. 
The Wise Men Followed the 
Highways. 
They stayed in the 
mainstream of commerce, com­ 
munication and community. God 
was not revealed to them as 
one bringing forth His Son in 
the desert or the wilderness. 
He was to be a king set forth 
in his kingdom. 
He would be 
found with people. 
In the tra­ 
gedy surrounding the death of 
Bishop James Pike, we learn 
from his wife that they were 
out in the desert looking for 
places familiar to the life of 
Jesus— the origins of his birth 
or the site during his 40 days 
in the wilderness. 
They fol­ 
lowed a dirt road which really 
was a dry river bottom. They 
got off the main highway and 
it literally became a dead end. 
The Wise 
Men correctly 
sought Jesus in the mainstream 
of humanity and did not sep­ 
arate 
themselves 
from the 
realm of commerce and com­ 
munication. 
If God is cen­ 
tral to life, His Son would 
not be found in a box canyon 
or a mountain cave. 
The Wise Men Found Jesus 
in a Family. 
He was not 
born in a monastery among 
chanting divines but in a house­ 
hold where parents scold and 
children laugh and dogs bark. 
God speaks to us through other 
people 
and most especially 
through our family. Jesus was 
the Son of God because he was 
also the son of Joseph and Mary. 
Here forgiveness is 
exper­ 
ienced, 
understanding gained 
and love abounds and grows. 
St. Paul speaks of the house­ 
hold of faith because our homes 
and families are (he training 
grounds of belief and convic­ 
tion. 
Wise Men still look for 
a Savior, not in the country 
clubs of life, nor the town 
houses of privilege but In the 
families 
of quiet, believing 
people. 
The Wise Men Took Gifts, 
Practical gifts, like money. We 
don’t know how the gold was 
used but it may have provi­ 
ded for their escape into Egypt 
from Herod's assassins. 
To 
follow a Savior seriously is 
expensive and risky. The Wise 
Men knew this and bright people 
know they cannot claim Christ

but not his eyes. His eyes are 
pale blue, and they do not 
twinkle, though they are not 
austere, either.

A young man, 39, Grant’s 
hair is white and cut short 
the way college a t h l e t e s 
wore it when he was a bas­ 
ketball. baseball and football 
star at the University of 
Minnesota in the late ’40s, 
and unlike the rugs some of 
his players on the Minnesota 
Vikings stagger under. 


He clasps his hands behind 
his head and leans back in 
his chair in his office. His 
face, and his torso—under a 
blue plaid wool shirt that fits 
neatly and impeccably—look 
lean. He is willing to discuss 
almost anything, except that 
trophy on a desk behind him, 
the one with a m o u n t e d , 
gold-plated jock strap, an 
annual award from a local 
high school group as Sports­ 
man of the Year, or some­ 
thing.

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Logic carries day 


If in a democracy it is the duty of the public's elected rep­ 
resentatives to reflect the views of constituents, the Mother of 
Parliaments has just set a glaringly bad example. 
By voting overwhelmingly for permanent abolition of capital 
punishment, the House of Commons has acted directly contrary 
to the sentiments of the British public which, polls have shown, 
is even more overwhelmingly in favor of retaining the supreme 
penalty. 
Since 1965, capital punishment — hanging in B ritain—has 
been suspended on an experimental basis. During this period, 
when Briton,s like Americans, have been concerned over rising 
violence, carefully analyzed statistics have shown no little 
change in serious crime rates. 
Murders, for example, as pointed out by Home Secretary 
James Callaghan during the prevote debate, went from 135 in 
the first year of the hanging ban to 122 in 1966, 154 in 1967 
and 148 last year. The figure for 1969 is expected to drop. 
Actually, the murder rate in Britain is low, five per million 
population each year as compared with 70 in the United States, 


and even before the ban there were only a few executions per 
year. 
Most capital 
criminals drew lighter sentences or 
reprieves. 
“ It is simply not credible that law and order should depend 
for their credibility on the execution of two criminals a year," 
argued Callaghan. 
In voting to make the suspension permanent, a majority of 
MPs agreed with Callaghan that the post - 1965 record failed 
to support the primary argument usually advanced for capital 
punishment — that it is a major deterrent to serious crime. 
And it voted accordingly, 343 to 185, despite opinion polls 
which showed something like 85 per cent of the British public 
favoring retention of hanging for some categories of murder. 
“There are tim es," said Callaghan, “when Parliament has 
to act in advance of public opinion and give a lead." 
The British experiment is of particular interest in the 
United States, both as an example of representative democracy 
in action and as evidence in the continuing debate over capital 
punishment in this country.

There are varying degrees of retar­ 
dation, from moderate to medium to se­ 
vere, and we have children in all of these 
categories waiting for families to offer 
them a home. The ages of the children run 
from toddlers to young teenagers. 


It has been our happy experience that 
the people in the Lompoc Valley respond 
to children in need — when they know of 
the need. We also know that special atten­ 
tion is being given at this time to chil­ 
dren and adults who have pervasive intel­ 
lectual limitations. In some cases, these 
limitations spill over into the child’s 
social development and his capacity to de­ 
velop physical coordination and learning 
skills. If left uncared for, unloved and un­ 
stimulated, 
such children will never 
learn to make the most of their capa­ 
cities. They will never know how much 
they are capable of achieving, nor will 
they have an opportunity to develop self- 
respect and joy for the gift of life. 


It is in our power to avert this tra­ 
gedy. It is in our power to offer this 
child a chance, to train him, to guide« 
him firmly and consistently yet kindly, 
to help him grow in mind and body. 
We can do this by welcoming him into 
our home and working side by side with 
the nurses, teachers and social workers 
who are committed to him as a human 
being.

W orld Report by Henry J. Taylor 
Threatening whammy 


Behind the scenes our State Depart­ 
ment finds that wily President 
Gamal 
Abdel Nasser’s hold on Egypt has sprung 
some leaks below the water line — and 
the undisclosed whys carry a threaten­ 
ing whammy. 
An Egyptian 
mission to Moscow re­ 
turned home on December 12. 
On the 
evening before it departed from Cairo 
Nasser shouted to his hand-picked 360- 
member 
National 
Assembly, half of 
whom are peasants and workers: "The 
United States is our enemy. Our friend 
is the Soviet Union." But, admittedly, 
the Egyptian people do not like the Rus­ 
sians. 
The nearly - uncon­ 
trollable student dem­ 
onstrations in 
Egypt 
have been for war 
against Israel. But an 
undisclosed 
part 
of 
these are also against 
the Russians and the 
contempt the Soviets 
show for the Egyp­ 
tians on every side. 
We have given Nas­ 
ser an appalling $1.7 
billion in aid. We finally wound this 
up when he double-crossed us again in a 
food agreement which prohibited Nas­ 
se r’s 
sales to countries we officially 
boycott. He sold 40 per cent of Egypt’s 
rice crop to Cuba and Red China and 
then promptly announced: "To hell with 
America’s aid." 
The Soviet Union, in turn, building 
its Mideast position 
like a chess play­ 
er on the board, always has concentrat­ 
ed on Egypt, the most populous country 
in the Arab world. 
It has steadily in­ 
creased its 
stakes and power there 
since long before the 1967 Israel-Arab 
war. And, 
even more than we are told, 
Russia has vastly expanded its military 
and 
economic 
aid since that disaster. 
One by-product is that today the Rus­ 
sians, 
present in always-increasing 
numbers, 
never had it so good as they 
have in Cairo. They’re all over 
the 
place, lapping up whatever 
is the best 
there is and enjoying themselves with all 
the reticence of an Alaskan gold min­ 
er fresh out of the Arctic wastes. 
An arrogant visit 
recently by 
Red 
Army 
Chief of Staff Marshal Matvei 
Zakharov, 
which began by barring all 
Egyptians within miles of the airport at 
Heliopolis and ended in an orgy of bru- 
tan 
antics by Zakharov’s entourage 
in front of Cairo’s Hilton Hotel, drew 
outraged 
comment throughout Egypt. 
Immediately thereafter Nasser tele­ 
phoned 
Premier 
Aleksei N. Kosygin 
and Moscow rushed in Foreign Minister 
Andrei 
A. Gromyko to soften Zak­ 
harov’s mess. 
Nasser himself is a total disaster. He 
has 
reigned 
a full 17 years. He has 
survived two wars, 
both of which left 
the country in shambles. As Nasser 
hand-picks 
the National Assembly, so 
does he hand-pick the military. By day­ 
light, after what Israel 
Maj. Gen. 
Moshe Dayan speaks of as “ the first 
long night" in the 1967 war, these Egy- 
tian officers on fronts like the Sinai 
commandeered any available 
jeeps, 
trucks and even 
ambulances and de­ 
serted the troops, 
fleeing for their 
safety to — and across — the Suez 
Canal. 
The State Department finds that the 
Egyptian soldier has not forgotten this. 
The United 
Arab 
Republic, which 
ambitious Nasser 
founded 
out of the 
top of his dreamy 
head, and which in­ 
cluded Syria, also has been its own 
disaster. The UAR broke up within three 
years. 
Likewise, 
Nasser’s 
series of five- 
year economic plans, none completed, 
have sputtered like pinwheels and then 
died. Each 
lined the pocketbooks of 
Nasser’s 
friends but did nothing for 
Egypt’s 
poor. And the payoff for all 
these disasters, 
as millions of Egyp­ 
tians see it, 
is that economically and 
militarily the Russians 
have their 
country captive. 
An anti-Nasser 
coup that ousted 
him would rest on the backing by the 
army. There is no certainty 
that this 
would happen, but the State Department 
believes that either 
Interior Minister 
Sharawi Gomar, the chief of Nasser’s 
secret police, 
or Minister of State 
Amin Huwaydi would be Nasser’s suc­ 
cessor. 


Moreover, 
behind the scenes, Nas­ 
ser himself seems to have got the mes­ 
sage. He has literally isolated 
both 
Gomar and Huwaydi from any contact 
with the Russian officials in Cairo and 
left both out of the mission to Moscow 
that returned December 12. 
Instead, Nasser sent 
Anwar Sadat, 
an apple-polishing sycophant, 
Foreign 
Minister Mahmoud Riad, another stooge, 
and War Minister Mohammed Fawzi, 


whom Nasser promoted from nothing 
and remains nothing today. 
The State Department finds Gomar’s 
and 
Huwaydi’s 
muttering about this 
audible in the Cairo goverment’s sec­ 
ret rafters and a tightening of the anti- 
Nasser lines behind them in the Egyp­ 
tian army. So does the CIA.

Nixon doctrine

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
President Nixon, by the word of some of 
his perceptive associates, has two main 
reasons for feeling his way slowly to­ 
ward his declared “ major shift" in U.S. 
foreign policy. The shift: To end our fightl 
ing in Vietnam and do less everywhere in 
the world. 
Naturally, the critical and the wary 
voice skepticism about the President’s 
intentions 
in Viet­ 
nam and elsewhere. 
Some detractors ad­ 
mit to an unshakea- 
ble distrust of Nix­ 
on, the man. Some 
worry goes to the 
fact that he long was 
seen as aggressive­ 
ly committed to a 
high U.S. 
military 
profile in the cold 
war and later strug­ 
gles against communism. 
Some leading democrats and other cri­ 
tics justify their doubts over Nixon by 
contending he is above all a political 
man — and therefore will not really 
move far from what not long ago was 
deemed the largely hawkish view of world 
affairs held by most in his own Repub­ 
lican party. 
But the whole theme underlying the 
proposed worldwide pullback he laid out 
to newsmen jn Guam on July 25 repre­ 
sents two key things: 
His evident personal conviction that the 
“ high profile" approach is wrong for the 
years ahead. 
His 
unmistakably political judgment 
that the national mood is deeply chang­ 
ed, that there are very few true hawks 
left in tjijs country, that nvost Ameri­ 
cans who once supported the “ high pro­ 
file" approach and its 
military tone 
are uttejr|y disillusioned wjih it — large­ 
ly because of the human cost and seem­ 
ing futility of our Vietnam role. 
His Guam doctrine makes clear re­ 
peatedly that he would retain for Ameri­ 
ca in Asia, Europe and elsewhere a role 
of great (nfluencebefitting our unmatched 
power. 
Yet, if the Democrats would just look, 
Nixon already has made moves regard­ 
ing Vietpam, the most crucial place to 
give evidence to genuine intent to change 
course, which go beyond the proposals 
of the pemocratic party’s prominent 
doves in 1968 for disengagement. 
Virtually every leading dove always 


insisted that he did not favor Ameri­ 
ca’s unilateral withdrawal from Vietnam. 
Even the party’s minority platform plank 
at the Chicago convention, which was, 
of course, more dovish than the majori­ 
ty plank finally adopted, called for nego­ 
tiation of a “ mutual withdrawal of all 
U.S. forces and all North Vietnamese 
troops from South Vietnam . . . over a 
relatively short period of tim e." 
To the extent the President has with­ 
drawn any U.S. troops at all without 
waiting for a negotiated or other with­ 
drawal of North Vietnamese troops, he 
is ahead of any responsible dove posi­ 
tion voiced in 1968. 
He is there, and in the view of many 
hard-headed appraisers is embarked ir­ 
reversibly on a unilateral withdrawal 
course, because he and another politi­ 
cal animal, Secretary of Defense Melvin 
Laird, clearly perceive the altered mood 
of the nation’s adult voting majority. 
Why, then, go slow, expecially when 
the militant antiwar young and the es­ 
tablished, 
adult antiwar liberals com- 
man<l greater speed? 
In fairness, even the skeptics must 
listen to the arguments the President’s 
knowledgeable associates advance. 
One reason, they say, is that he is 
deeply concerned that the kind of general 
world pullback the “ Nixon doctrine" 
of Guam calls for, involving severe re­ 
ductions of manpower and money out­ 
lay for our overseas presence, could stun 
some of our allies — particularly in 
Europe. 
The second reason is that, convinced 
though he be that a national majority 
which once backed the Vietnam war and a 
high U.S. profile everywhere is now sick 
of it all. 
Thus he acts slowly and talks from two 
sides. As he speaks of withdrawal time­ 
tables and probable future specific an­ 
nouncements, he talks tough to Hanoi, 
tosses in conditional “ hookers," seems 
to praise U.S. “ do-it-yourself" habit 
which leads us to take over when we act 
abroad. At Guam, to newsmen, he flat­ 
ly labeled that trait “wrong" for the 
long run of our foreign policy. 
So his Nov. 3 speech, while talking of 
more 
withdrawals, 
was also “cover 
story" aimed at old majority myths 
whose lingering force he can only guess, 
and appeal to a hoped-for majority to sur­ 
face and support him big so he can 
move. He saw television as distrupting 
that appeal.

COLLEGE STATION. Tex 
—(NEA)—The sun lingered 
on the horizon like a fat 
orange; in a half-hour, dusk 
would settle on the Texas 
plains and lights would wink 
on in the widely s p a c e d 
houses along the two-lane 
farm road.

pany worked out of Bodega Bay 
starting in January. It returned 
to Russia with 2350 pelts fol­ 
lowing the mass slaughter of 
sea otter. On a second trip, 
another 1160 pelts were taken. 
Meanwhile other men were 
setting up the Port of Bodega 
and ranches near the present 
Jay communities of Bodega, 
Freestone and Jenner. In 1812, 
erection of Colony Ross was 
completed, 
with dedication on 
Aug. 13 under the name of Fort 
Ross, believed to be a deriva­ 
tive from the Russian word 
“ Rus." 
Eventually the Russians hunt­ 
ed the entire Northern 
Cali­ 
fornia coast as far south as San 
Francisco. 
Slaughter of the 
otter by them, 
American and 
British hunters virtually wip- 
ed out the herds. (Otter were 
believed extinct between 1850 
and 1937, 
when a small herd 
was found off the Monterey 
coast. Now fully protected, they 
are making a comeback.) 
Bear in mind that when the 
Russians came to the Fort Ross 
coastline, it was controlled by 
Spain. But in 1921 
the Czar 
issued a ukase (or royal de­ 
cree) closing the Pacific coast 
north of San Francisco to all 
but Russian ships. It was this 
attempt to control the area, plus 
the presence of the Russians 
at Fort Ross, that was respon­ 
sible for that part of the Mon­ 
roe Doctrine which in 1923 stat­ 
ed that the New World was no 
longer open to aggression by 
force and that other countries 
could not extend their Ameri­ 
can holdings. The small Russian 
Orthodox Chapel, built in 1925, 
has been authentically restor­ 
ed since it and the blockhouses 
collapsed in the 1906 earth­ 
quakes. It is sparsely furnish­ 
ed and has a bell believed to be 
one of the originals. 
The history of this particular 
bell is interesting. When the 
Russians finally gave up Fort 
Ross in 
1839 because otter 
lunting no longer 
was profi­ 
table and the surrounding land 
not fertile enough 
for easy 
farming, all moveable assets 
were ordered sold. 
John Sutter (of Gold 
Rush 
days fame) purchased the Colo­ 
ny assets for $30,000 and in 
1844 had several of the church 
bells moved to Sacramento. He 
recorded that 
eventually they 
were stolen from him. 
The bell now in the Chapel 
was found in a San Francisco 
junkyard in 1866. 
The city of 
Petaluma used it until retire­ 
ment in 1916 for more modern 
equipment. 
It was lost until 
1924, when a Petaluma police 
chief found it in the local jail 
coal bin, where it apparently 
had remained buried for years. 
The Chief gave the bell to the 
Native Sons of the Golden West, 
they returned it to Fort Ross in 
1945. 
The bell bears a Russian in­ 
scription “ Cast in the St. Pet­ 
ersburg 
Factory 
of Master 
Merchant 
Michael 
Nararov 
Stukelin." 
While history records that 
the chapel was starkly furnish­ 
ed, 
the Commander’s 
House 
by contrast was lavishly fur­ 
nished. It even boasted one of 
the first, if not the first, pianos 
in California. Construction of

Here’s an idea to put in your 
Christmas stocking for next 
year.

and told to look happy. 
By a few simple changes, the 
pictures on your cards can be 
greatly improved. One of the 
causes of bad pictures with sim­ 
ple cameras (more complex 
ones, too!) is the wasting of 
picture area, or failure to fill 
the viewfinder frame with the 
subject matter. 
Standing back too far from 
the subject can not only lead 
to too small an image on your 
picture, but it also might lead 
to underexposure, expecially if 
you are using a box type cam­ 
era, with a fixed lens opening, 
or aperture. 
Flash cubes and the other 
miniature light sources are fine 
if used properly, but they have 
rather severe limitations in that 
their carrying power is rather 
small. 
Color film, which has be­ 
come so popular, has very lit­ 
tle margin for error especial­ 
ly when it is underexposed. 
A muddy looking dark print 
will result from underexposure, 
but a slightly overexposed nega­ 
tive can usually be salvaged 
by the photo finisher.

The Indian government has 
announced the issuance of 
special coins com m em orat­ 
ing the 100th anniversary of 
the birth of Mahatma Gandhi, 
India’s a p o s t l e of nonvio­ 
lence. They will be made 
vailable in limited quanti­ 
ties as a part of the first sets 
of proof coins to be issued by 
India on an annual basis. 
This particular series of 
coins will be numismatic in­ 
novations in five ways: They 
will be the first proof sets 
issued by India since its in­ 
dependence in 1947 and the 
first p r o o f s in an annual 
series. They will contain the 
first Indian silver piece since 
the country became a repub­ 
lic; the first 34 mm or crown­ 
sized coin and the l a r g e s t 
coin 
in 
denomination, 
10 
rupees, as compared to the 
current one rupee. 
Distribution of the Gandhi 
coins will be h a n d l e d by 
P a r a m o u n t International 
Coin Corp., Paramount Build­ 
ing, Englewood, Ohio 45322. 
The nine-coin set will sell 
at $15 and consist of one sil­ 
ver 10-rupee, a n i c k e l 1- 


rupee, 50 paise and an alum ­ 
inum-bronze 20 paise Gandhi 
commemorative, plus proofs 
of regular coins currently 
c i r c u l a t i n g in India. The 
Gandhi proofs will be avail­ 
able only as part of the en­ 
tire nine coin series. 
India has t h r e e m i n t s , 
Bombay, Calcutta and Hy­ 
derabad, but only the Bom­ 
bay mint will issue the proof 
coinage. Individuals residing 
in India may purchase these 
sets from the Bombay mint 
and Paramount International 
has agreed to limit the num­ 
ber of sets to the number of 
orders received bv Feb. 15, 
1970. 
A bill has just been intro­ 
duced in the House of Rep­ 
resentatives to provide pro­ 
tection for the Great Seal of 
the United States, the Presi­ 
dential Seal and the Seal of 
the Vice President against 
comm ercial exploitation and 
wanton misuse by the gen­ 
eral public. And it’s about 
time. A law approved Nov. 
U , 1966, does provide penal­ 
ties up to $250 in fines and 
i m p r i s o n m e n t up to six 
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Highway 154 is a Iteisnre 
highway, a welcome relief from 
the Freeway Road-Runner dur­ 
ing the holiday crush. 
Designated a Scenic Highway, 
by the State, it begins in Santa 
Barbara at U.S. Highway 101 
off State Street a few blocks 
west of La Cumbre Plaza (1). 
For 37 miles, it is a surprising 
cornucopia of scenic and cul­ 
tural riches, ending at High­ 
way 101 about six miles north 
of Buellton. 
Rising out of the foothills 
of Santa Barbara, one climbs 
winding passages through the 
Santa Ynez Mountains to the 
San Marcos Pass and summit, 
with an elevation of 2,225. Glim­ 
pses 
of 
Santa Barbara and 
Goleta 
Valley unfold below, 
along with a few country homes 
and resorts such as the Hid­ 
den Valley Ranch, as you drive 


through the Los Padres Nation­ 
al Forest (2). 
Despite sections of ironing 
by the State Highway Depart­ 
ment, the characteristic wrin­ 
kles can still be enjoyed, par­ 
ticularly if you detour at the 
summit onto Stage Road— the 
old Highway 154. Through cool 
glens deeply wooded, to pan­ 
oramas of big sky and dis­ 
tant mountains, the road snakes 
its way downhill for four miles. 
About midway is the Cold Spring 
Tavern, in a forested cul-de- 
sac with running stream. Once 
a stage stop, it is still open 
to modern wayfayers. 
Signs 
post the new winter hours: from 
2-10 p.m. on weekdays and 12- 
10 p.m. on weekends for the 
tavern; and 4 p.m.-2 a.m. week­ 
days and 10-2 a.m. weekends 
for the cocktail hours. 
Round a few curves and there 


is the magnificent arch bridge 
spanning Cold Spring Canyon, 
linking sections of the newer 
stretch of Highway 154 above 
(3). Of welded steel, the bridge 
is a total of 1,218 feet long 
and was completed Dec. 24, 
1963. 


At the end of four miles, 
there is a stop sign. 
The 
old 
road continues straight 
ahead for Zl/2 miles, as part 
of a temporary detour due to 
a chasm in the new road, ere- 
ated by last winter’s rains. 
Two miles further, one sees the 
San Fernando 
Rey headquar­ 
ters, where Olympic horses 
have been trained for jump­ 
ing. This section of Santa Ynez 
Valley is more sparsely popu­ 
lated, dotted only here and there 
with ranches or Cachuma Lake 
recreational 
facilities, three 


miles from San Fernando Rey. 
Beautifully landscaped, with 
accommodations to 
suit the 
traveler, Cachuma offers a tra­ 
iler residential area with all 
the hookups, over 400 camp­ 
sites with 375 more planned; 
boating, fishing, picnicing, en­ 
tertainment and sports facil­ 
ities. 
However, 
no skiing, 
swimming or wading is allowed 
in the lake. 
Once guarded jealously by 
the Chum ash Indians as a su­ 
perior hunting ground with an 
abundance of fish, fowl and 
game, some 3,250 acres were 
selected 
for Cachuma dam 
usage (4). 
The Cachuma reservoir was 
completed in 1953. 
According to officials, some 
100,000 trout were planted in 
Cachuma in mid-October. The 


catfish season is tapering off, 
with blue gill and bass in their 
prime during spring and sum­ 
mer. 
The 30 catfish in the 
photo were caught by three 
men and represent 255 pounds. 
Posing prettily in the picture 
is Sue (Mrs. Tom) Lingham 
(5). 
Another Cachuma employee, 
John Boersema (6) noted that 
so far in 1969, there were 
897,654 v^itors. 
Especially 
during big holidays, between 
3-4,000 people have been turn­ 
ed away due to lack of space, 
he said. 
Camping is on a 
first come, 
first 
served 
basis” , but reservations must 
be made well in advance for 
the modern trailer court ac­ 
commodations. 
Reservations 
may be obtained by calling 688- 
6639. 


From Cachuma through oak- 
studded hills and valleys, one 
crosses the Santa Ynez River 
on the way to Mattel’s Tavern, 
another historical landmark (7). 
The inn does a land office busi­ 
ness, catering to fine food in 
authentic surroundings at Los 
Olivos, 15?/2 miles northwest 
of Cachuma. 
Los Olivos was the south­ 
ern terminus of the Pacific 
Coast Line, California’s first 
narrow gauge railroad. It was 
here that the tavern was built 
in 1886, to refresh travelers 
changing to and from railroad 
and stagecoach' 
Mattel’s is 
open six days .a week, (closed 
on Mondays( and it is wise 
to have reservations. 
After another pastoral tk 
miles, Highway 154 ends as 
j t rejoins Highway 101 (8).

The “ handling” sm oker is 
rarely an addicted sm oker 
and m ay, very often, smoke 
so 
little 
that 
he 
decides, 
after 
all 
the 
evidence 
is 
carefully weighed, that there 
is no point in giving up cig­ 
arettes — for him at least. 
However, I believe this is 
a serious mistake. For one 
thing, 
the 
“ h a n d l i n g ” 
sm oker can easily change to 
a “ habit“ smoker, and what 
is merely a source of tactile 
pleasure can change to ad ­ 
diction. 
If the “ handling” smoker 
gives up cigarettes, he can 
do it in three ways, cold 
turkey, 
tapering 
off 
or 
switching 
to 
cigars 
or 
a 
pipe. 
Tapering off works well 
with 
“ handling” 
smokers. 
II 
the “ handling" smoker 
spaces his allowance over a 
definite time period, each 
lighting up becomes a little 
ceremony. The next week 
there are fewer ceremonies, 
but there is time to adjust. 


Along with this tapering 
off. the “ handling” smoker 
should switch to some other 
habit that will give him the 
sam e “ cerem ony.” He can 
try “ Worry Beads.” Toying 
with a fountain pen can also 
satisfy him, and coins in his 
pocket or silverware at the 
table are other tactile possi­ 
bilities. Women can easily 
m anage to substitute rings 
or pins or other jewelry for 
their cigarettes. 


A handling smoker often 
needs the oral gratification 
of something between 
his 
lips. A plastic pen or plas­ 
tic cigarette are good substi­ 
tutes, and chewing gum is 
another. 


Doodling with a pad and 
pencil is another useful dis­ 
traction. 
S u m m in g -it 
up. 
then, anything that presents 
a small ceremony, “ som e­ 
things to do" with his hands, 
mouth or lips, can be help­ 
ful 
f o r 
t h e 
“ handling” 
smoker when he sets out to 
kick the habit. 


Of all smokers, the “ relax­ 
ation 
smoker has the easi­ 
est time of it when he de­ 
cides to quit. But on the 
other hand, he is the one 
most likely to drift back into 
smoking. 


But it is easier to quit now 
before there is any real dan­ 
ger. Instead of looking at 
quitting as a deprivation, the 
“ relaxation" sm oker should 
look at it as a positive thing. 
Hiving up a habit that may 
some day become harm ful 
is a step forward, not a sac­ 
rifice. 


The “ relaxation" smoker, 
because it is easy, should 
stop all at once, and if he 
feels the need for a cigarette 
should substitute something 
else. 


A cup of coffee or tea when 
he would ordinarily take a 
cigarette, or a p i e c e of 
candy, fresh fruit or a slice 
of raw vegetable — depend­ 
ing on his weight and how 
much he wants to lose—are 
all excellent substitutes.

If so, have a good time but 
remember to allow plenty of 
time between the last drink 
and when you start your drive 
home, the Automobile Club of 
Southern California warns. 
All of the coffee in the world 
will not help you erase the 
effects of alcohol 
The only 
thing, according to the Auto 
Club, that will erase these ef­ 
fects of alcohol is TIME, and 
it works slowly. 
According to studies, alcohol 
is one of only very few things 
which is absorbed directly into 
the blood from the stomach wall. 
Because of this the effects of 
alcohol are almost immediate. 
These same studies say al­ 
cohol first attacks the frontal 
lobe of the brain and relaxes 
ones inhibitions. 
As a result some believe 
alcohol is a stimulant. 
To 
the contrary, alcohol is a de­ 
pressant and serves as an ane­ 
sthetic to the imbiber. 
How much actual alcohol it 
takes to make a person legally 
drunk is not specifically known. 
Researchers will all offer a 
variety of formulas and each one 
with many variable factors. The 
basic solution, all agree, is dif­ 
ferent with each individual. 
California law, passed during 
this past session of the State 
legislature in Sacramento, has 
made an attempt toward the 
defining of a drunk. 
The new 
law says that it is presumed 
that a person with a blood 
alcohol level of .10 percent or 
more is under the influence of 
alcohol. 
Studies do agree that a person 
if he wishes, can consume suf­ 
ficient alcohol in an hour for 
his blood alcohol level to reach 
.10 intoxication level. 


The same studies also remind 
us that the rate of dissipation 
of alcohol in the blood is about 
.017 percent an hour, a long 
and slow process. 
With the knowledge that one 
drink is sufficient to effect.the 
ability of many drivers and a 
few drinks will affect most of 
the others, the Automobile Club 
of Southern California suggests 
that party givers this holiday 
season 
consider themselves 
“ First a Friend. .ThenaHost” . 
Instead of urging a party 
guest to take another shot of 
liquor the host can offer an 
alternate for the road, such 
as coffee or food. This, the 
Auto Club advises, will pro­ 
vide the time needed for the 
effects of alcohol to wear off. 
The Club pointed out that coffee 
and food do nothing to sober 
a person up, it’s the time that 
counts. 
The Auto Club also reminds 
the host to always respect the 
wishes of guests who say, “ No 
thank$” to the offer of a final 
drink or who says they prefer 
coffee. 
Never press liquor 
of any kind on a person who 
is going to drive.

CAR OF THE FUTURE,

FRANKFURT, Germany— 
I NEA)—Some w e e k s ago, 
the greatest automobile cir­ 
cus in the Western world 
took place in a group of 
hangarlike buildings on the 
outskirts of beautiful, down­ 
town Frankfurt. It is called, 
rather simply, the Frankfurt 
Auto Show. 
Since most Germans are 
car nuts (in whatever sense 
you wish to apply the word), 
they streamed to the ex­ 
travaganza like lemmings to 
the sea. The press, most of 
whom are not especially in­ 
terested in being jostled by 
jolly German b u r g h e r s , 
were treated to a special 
preview. The Mercedes show 
typified 
the Teutonic 
ap­ 
proach to such endeavors. 
B e c a u s e Mercedes-Benz 
had a legitimate bit of news 
to offer (the “research and 
development car” C-lll with 
a three-chamber, r o t a r y . 
Wankel engine), there was 
an SRO crowd at the press 
conference. And because of 
the multinational nature of 
the scriveners, M-B offered 
a United Nations-style si­ 
multaneous translation sys­ 
tem, earphones and all, so 
that the weighty words of 
M-B biggies could be in­ 
stantly deciphered. 


German-style, is this Mercedes-Benz sports model. 


Typically, after the confer­ 
ence, M B provided lavish 
press kits, complete with 
speech tra n sla tio n s. Ah 
well. 
Gist of the meeting: A 
sports car with a Wankel en­ 
gine which belongs “to the 
most advanced and interest­ 
ing technical development 
projects in international au­ 
tomotive engineering.’’ Only 
the car will not be offered 
for sale. It is more a part of 
the future, giving the gen­ 
eral public the chance of 
taking a look behind the 
scenes of the Daimler-Benz 
testing and development de­ 
partments.’’ Sort of like a 
Detroit dream car, German 
style. 
Steve McQueen, for one, 
didn’t believe it and called 
M ercedes-B enz of North 
America to place his order 
tor a C-lll. Sorry, Steve, 
M-B means it, for the mo­ 
ment. 
About that Wankel. Ac­ 
cording to Car and Driver 
magazine, “the Wankel is 
very much like a two-stroke 
piston engine in operation. 
It has no valves, that func­ 
tion being accomplished by 
the rotor covering and un­ 
covering the intake and ex­ 
haust ports. Also, each rotor 
has one power impulse for 
each revolution of the output 


shaft. Since t h e r e is no 
crankcase oil to splash on 
cylinder walls, oil is injected 
into the intake air stream 
for lubrication. 


“P e r h a p s the Wankel’s 
biggest 
advantage is 
the 
small weight and size for its 
output. But, like high, spe- 
cifie-output, piston engines, 
the Wankel feels somewhat 
helpless at low speeds, mak­ 
ing the C-llFs five-speed 
gearbox a necessity. .Still, 
0-60 m.p.h. in the five-second 
range and a euphoric 165- 
1,1 P-h. top speed are worth 
some shifting.’’ 


Stylistically, the C-lll is 
reminiscent of the beloved 
300SL gull wings which tore 
up the race tracks in the 
50s, although the new ver­ 
sion is modified structurally 
and esthetically. 


It is a mean car which 
looks born to race. Mercedes 
says nein; it has no plans to 
return to the circuits, al­ 
though it made a halfway at­ 
tempt last year by almost 
campaigning a sedan. 


IT and when the three- 
pointed star is seen again on 
the track, the chances are it 
will return with a vengeance 
unmatched since the days of 
its glory in the race circuit.

Needlepoint? No-It's'NeedlePAINT

Put away the paint box, lad­ 
ies — now you can sew up a 
seascape, stitch up a summer 
scene, using needle and threat 
instead of brush and paints. 
Although sewing machine em­ 
broider has been popular for 
decorative effects on garments, 
few women attempted to create 
real pictures with zigzag stitch­ 
ing until Mrs. FrancisCastens, 
of Lemay, Mo., discovered a 
new approach to creative sew­ 
ing. 
Using only the zigzag stitch, 
Mrs. Castens embroiders over 
designs printed on fabric. She 
can make Western scenes us­ 
ing material designed for a 
boy's room, a glorious floral 
still-life from an English-style 
chintz, a square - rigged ship 
from 
a fabric with that de­ 
sign. 
It’s a lot easier than try­ 
ing to design your own pictures, 
since the colors are already in 
place, the design is in per­ 


fect proportion, and the needle­ 
point artist has only to follow 
the design with her sewing ma­ 
chine. 
I 
Mrs. Castens, who works as 
a demonstrator for Necchi sew­ 
ing machines, got started on her 
hobby on a bleak winter day when 
traffic in the St. Louis shop was 
slow. Now she has become an 
authority on the subject, and 
has a fascinating collection of 
needle paintings to demonstrate 
her mastery of the technique. 
Mrs. Castensemphasizesthat 
no artistic ability is required 
for this work. Here are her sug­ 
gestions for needlepainting your 
own art gallery: 
Materials needed are an em­ 
broidery hoop, No. 30-50 em­ 
broidery thread, a size 14 ma­ 
chine needle, and a piece of 
drapery or upholstery mater­ 
ial with a pretty scenic design.

bobbin thread 
justment. 
Put the material in an invert­ 
ed embroidery hoop so that the 
section you are stitching is in 
the center of the hoop. Tighten 
material as much as possible so 
fabric will lie flat.

In general, a design should 
be filled in with zigzag stich- 
es 
and then outlined with 
straight stitches. To avoid hav­ 
ing to change the thread too 
often, try to do all areas of 
one color at once before chang­ 
ing threads. 


For example, to embroider a 
bird, begin with the bill. Fill 
it in with a short zigzag stitch, 
guiding the material under the 
needle and over - lapping lines 
till the area is filled in. Then 
outline with a straight stitch. 
To fill in the eye, guide mater­ 
ial 
in 
a circular pattern, 
and outline with a contrasting 
color. 
Use a longer zigzag stitch 
for the body, guiding the ma­ 
terial so the stitches run di­ 
agonally down the body. Use 
the longest stitch for the wings, 
letting the stitches run in the 
same direction as the body dia­ 
gonal. After filling in the wings, 
return the machine to a straight 
stitch and make feathers by 


sewing several diagonal saw 
tooth lines. 
Fill in legs and feet with i 
very short zigzag stitch, anc 
emphasize by outline-stitching 
in a contrasting color. 


To make a pine tree, use the 
long zigzag to draw the trunl 
straight down the middle o1 
the tree. Use the same lengtt 
stitch in a diagonal downward 
direction for the branches anc 
needles. 
For billowy foliage, use a long 
zigzag stitch and guide materi­ 
al in a circular motion. Make 
clouds the same way. 
Always fill the sky in last. 
Use a long zigzag, and work on 
the diagonal, running in the op­ 
posite direction of ar\y diagonal 
stitching in the design. 
Complete all of the design 
within the hoop before removing 
fabric. 
When picture is finished, have 
it professionally stretched, and 
framed. Then hang with pride - 
it’s a needlepaint original.
